Commodities Comment 

WEEK ENDING NOV. 10 

Most commodity markets have per¬ 
formed nicely over the past several 
trading days. However, there has been 
no “bullish" development to firm up 
prices. Rather, the overall market 
psychology has done a turn-around and 
many markets have moved higher in 
price. Most tradera consider markets 
such as the Dow Jones, precious metalB, 
bonds, currencies and soybeans as "bell 
weather" indicators for other markets. 
And these markets have moved higher 
in recent days and thus the psychology 
has been much more positive for rising 1 
markets. Let’s hope this positive at¬ 
titude will remain around for a while. I 
don't believe our economy » as nearly aa 
bad aa recent price action suggests. 

On the Chicago Board of Trade thia 
week the com market has been the real 
gleam in the “bulls” eye. Com prices 
have gained 7 cents this week, while 
beans and wheat have actually declined 
over the same period. The fundamental 
market news is still old hat. Short crops, 
huge demand and a strong U.S. Dollar 


hill on cattle prices appears will be 
minimal. Sharp breaks In livestock 
prices are becoming more and more 
remote. The newB is and probably will 
continue to be quite “bearish" through 
November. At this writing February 
cattle closed at $60.67. February hogs 
at $46.17, and February bellies at 
$60.67. 

Which Way From Here? 

I'm "bullish” on grain prices and will 
remain so for the near term. You've 
heard my arguments for weeks now. I 
won't bore you with them again. Price 
action is "bullish" one day ana "bearish" 
the next Watching soybean prices is 
like watching a school of fiBn. First 
there here, then they're there. I believe 
seasonal lows have been made In the 
grains. Buy the breaks. 

I'm only going to be positive toward 
livestock prices well into 1984!!! Let me 
just mention a few of my reasons for be¬ 
ing so “bullish" toward cattle prices and 
livestock fn general: 

1. Trading volume for cattle future 
has been excellent. 

2. Dressed beef prices have firmed up 
lately and the product is in good shape.

3. Commercial interests are usually on 
the buy side of the cattle market. 

4. Most importantly, the livestock 
markets have ignored a tremendous 
amount of "bearish" news. That is ex¬ 
tremely important when viewed in the 
over context of the futures markets. 

There are many reasons for being a 
“bull" toward cattle and hog prices down 
the road. I still see interest rates edging 
downward, more people going bade to 
worts, people spending more on food, 


psychology is beginning to turn bullish. 

Most futures prices nave been on the 
decline since last spring. It's not that 
you can’t build a “bull" case for many 
markets, it's just that the overall market 
psychology is so negative. The founda¬ 
tion is in place for many markets to 
move substantially higher over the long 
term. I see this in cattle especially. Once 
we get past the next month or so there 
should be dear sailing ahead for 
livestock prices. I just can't see the 
“bear" argument at current levels' and 
under current conditions for cattle. Fm 
"bullish" and comfortable with the posi¬ 
tion. However, I'd like to see Richard 
Simmons show off the air. - Jerry

fie credited passage of the industry 
bill to '‘adroit lobbying” and heavy cam¬ 
paign giving to memborb of Congress. 
The dairy cooperatives gave $1.8 million 
to congressional campaigns during the 
1982 election season. 

Conabtc, backed by a coalition of 
consumer-advocacy groups, the Farm 
Bureau and meat producers had called 
for a straight $1.60 cut in the current 
$18.10 which farmers are guaranteed 
thev will get for each hundred pounds of 
milk. Such a move, supporters said, 
would save shoppers 13 cents a gallon 
on milk and save them $3.4 billion over 
two years. 

Rep. Barney Frank, D-Mass.. a 
longtime critic of milk subsidies, likened 
dairy supports to other federal entitle¬ 
ment programs which have become per 
manent fixtures in the budget. 

"Are we saying that everyone now in 
the dairy business ia guaranteed that he 
or she Btays in business, regardless of

the need for the product?" Frank asked 
colleagues on the House floor. 

Federal law now guarantees farmers 
, that they will be paid at least $18.10 for 
each hundred pounds of milk they pro- 
1 duce. A hundred pounds of milk is about 
' 11 gallons. To keep the price at that 
; level, the government buys and stores 
surplus cheese, butter ana dried milk. 

In recent years, those government 
purchases have reached nearly one- 
tenth of total U.S. production and the 
stockpile has hit a record 2.6 billion 
pounds. 

Originally, the Reagan administration 
reluctantly acquiesced to the “paid 
diversion" package. But recently it 
withdrew support when it failed to get 
Congress to vote on a companion pro¬ 
posal to freeze price-support levels for 
grains. 

Consumer groups decried the bill as 
expensive, ineffective in the long ran 
and unlikely to reduce the retail prices 
of dairy products, as they asserted their 
bill would. Meat interests worried that 
the plan would increase the number of 
cows sent to slaughter, depressing meat 
prices. 

In an effort to appease meat pro¬ 
ducers, the Houbs adopted an amend¬ 
ment that would adjust the paid diver-

sion program if the average price receiv¬ 
ed by beef producers dropped 10%. The 
agriculture secretary also would be ask¬ 
ed to monitor dairy farmers' plans for 
culling their cows. Nevertheless, the Na¬ 
tional Cattlemen's Association said it 
considered the bill a major defeat 

The dairy groups and their allies 
argued that the bill was a quick way to 
reduce production without creating a 
flood of dairy-farm bankruptcies. “The 
solution,” said one dairy-cooperative 
spokesman, "is to cull a few cows from 
all dairy farms and not all the cows from 
a few dairy farms.” 

In addition to the 16-month “paid 
diversion,” the bill would: 

1- Reduce for 16 months the price- 
supported level by 50 cents a hundred 
pounds, to $12.60. Further reductions 
would be allowed afterward if produc¬ 
tion didn't fall, though the level also 
could increase in case of shortages. 

2- Assess farmers 60 cents on each 
100 pounds to pay for most of the cost of 
the paid diversion. 

3- Assess the farmers as much as 16 
cents more per hundredweight to 
finance a $180 million advertising and 
promotion fund to boost the consump-

tion of dairy products. The bill was 
amended so that some farmers would 
recoup the 15-cent assessment if their 
region already has a promotion pro¬ 
gram. 

The assessments in the House bill 
would supersede the $1 assessment pro¬ 
ducers currently pay on each 100 
pounds of milk.

Oilseeds production (soybeans, cot¬ 
tonseed, peanuts, flaxseed and 
sunflower combined) is expected to total 
47.6 million metric tons, down31% from 
last year. - Crop Reporting Board 
USDA. 

Texas Crops In 
Sharp Decline 

Austin - Texas Upland cotton pro¬ 
duction dropped to 2.2 million bales, 
based on Nov. 1 conditions, off 19% 
from last year and the smallest crop 
since 1946. According to figures re¬ 
leased by the Texas Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service, harvested acres for 
1983 are forecast at 8.3 million, down 
23% from last year. 

Strong grower participation in the 
PIK program, above normal abandon¬ 
ment from drought, and recent flooding 
and hail damage on the High Plains have 
reduced harvested acreage acrosB the 
state. 

State Statistician Donnis Findley ; 
reported that yield for the 1988 Upland , 
crop is expected to average 320 poundB 
per acre, compared with 301 a year ago. 

Teias sorghum producers expect to 
harvest 87.8 . million hundredweighti 
(cwL), a drop of 49% from last year, and 
the smallest crop since 1966. Harvest on! 
the Plains has been slowed by the wet 
conditions, and many producers are 
worried that more harvest delayB will 
reduce yields in some areas. 

Com production is unchanged from 
the October estimate at 112.7 million 
bushels. This is off 6% from a year ago. 
Rice production along the Texas coast is 


forecast at 16.7 million cwt., 26% below 
last year. 

Harvest of the second crop rice Is 
underway, although cool weather has 
slowed maturity and harvest conditions 
have been poor, Findley noted 

Peanut production is expected to total 
322.5 million pounds, down 1% from last 
year. Soybean production, at 9.2 million

Nationally, Upland cotton production 
is forecast at 7.4 million bales, down 
37% from a year ago. Sorghum produc¬ 
tion has dropped 43% from last year to 
269.9 million cwt.. while corn produc¬ 
tion is projected at 4.1 million bushels, 
less than half of last year's record high 
crop.

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Limousin Brood Up 
12 Percent In 1982-83 

The North American Limousin Foun¬ 
dation {NALF), Denver, Colo., reported 
a 12 percent Increase in both new 
registrations and transfers for the 
1982-33 fiscal year. 

According to Dr. Greg Martin, NALF 
executive vice president, the association 
registered 49,182 new animals and pro¬ 
cessed 33,183 transfers during the fiscal 
year that ended Aug. 31. 

The breakdown of new registrations 
by percentage presents a good picture of 
where the breed, which was introduced 
in North America only 15 years ago, 
stands in its development. 

When the Limousin Foundation was 
formed in 1968, French cattle were not 
eligible for importation into the United 
States. However, Canada did accept the 
imports after a strict quarantine, pro¬ 
gram, and semen from Canadian bulla 
. could be stripped throughout North 
America. 

As a result, the Limousin breed 
founders adopted a policy which allowed 
the recording of low percentage heifers 
(37 percent) and bulls (50 percent). This 

f iolicy allowed breeders to begin with 
oundation cows (no Limousin blood) 
and upgrade to purebred Limousin by 
using Limousin bulls for several genera¬ 
tions. 

This- year's figures show that the 
policy is fulfilling its intent. Of the 
Limousin cattle recorded during the 
past year, 82 percent were in the 
purebred category, 32 percent were 
seven-eighths. Limousin, 19 percent 
were three-quarter bloods, 18 percent 
were half-bloods and only 3 percent 
were leas than one-half LimouBln. . 

After only .16 years, Limousin Is cord¬ 
ing into maturity as a cattle breed in the 
United States. However, even with this 
new maturity, the breed continues to 
grow in numbers and popularity, as 
evidenced by a 14 percent increase in 
lifetime memberships and a 13 percent 


increase in junior memberships during 
the last year. 

Martin attributes this Bteady growth 
to the fact that Limousin cattle work for 
the commercial man. 

“Calving ease, good growth rate and 
feeder calves that bring a premium 
because of their ability to grow and stay 
lean have been the keys to our accep¬ 
tance by the beef industry," Marlin said.
